Following the jury’s announcement 
of a 99-year sentence for convicted 
child killer Alford R. Norton, Judge 
Tom Ryan blasted the case’s in­ 
vestigation 
and 
arraignm ent 
procedures by a Plano magistrate, 
vowing to make further inquiry into 
the City of Plano actions. 
The six-man, six-woman jury (nine 
of whom were Planoites) found the 22- 
year old Norton guilty in the Nov. 13 
child abuse murder of his three-year 
old stepson, Christopher Ervin. 
Problems with the case arose when 
it was discovered that Norton had 
specifically asked for an attorney at 
his arraignment before Municipal 
Judge Raymond Robinson and that no 
attorney had been provided for him. 
According to Judge Ryan, the ‘‘very 
damaging statement,” that Norton 
then gave to police officers became 
inadmissable as evidence since the 
defendant had not waived his rights to 
counsel. 
“Apparently, 
some 
of 
our 
magistrates only give lip service to 
the law and that's it,” Judge Ryan 
told the jury Thursday afternoon. 
‘‘Because of that, the prosecution’s 
case was put in jeopardy.” 
In an interview after the judge’s 
public statement, he explained that 
“it is just common sense” for a 
magistrate to follow a particular line 
of questioning during an arraignment. 
He said that an arrested person 
should first be asked if he would like 
an attorney. If that answer is yes, 
Ryan said, the next question should 
be, “Do you have the money to hire 
one?” 
“ If he says he does, the magistrate 
should point to the phone and say ‘Call 
him,' Ryan explained. “ If he says he 
doesn’t, the magistrate should pick up 
the phone and call a lawyer himself 
and say ‘We’ve got a prisoner down 
here, we’re waiting for you, come on 
down.’That s just common sense.” 
Judge Ryan had told the jury that 
Norton had not been given an attorney 
“on the weak defense that it was 11:00 
at night” and because there was some 
question as to who would have to pay 
the court-appointed law yer—the 
county or the City of Plano. 
He said later that 
if no attorney 
could have been reached that late at 
night, the magistrate should have 
remanded Norton to a cell and in­ 
structed police officers not to question 
him until his lawyer could be present. 
“And if they need the money, I may 
give them the $75 myself, but it in­ 
censes me that they ignore the law,” 
commented the judge. 
“ I normally don’t go into detail 
after I’ve discharged a jury, but I was 
somewhat offended by the way this 
case was investigated, all because the 
City of Plano didn’t want to pay $75,” 
Ryan said in his courtroom statement. 
“This will never happen again.’’ 
Municipal Judge 
Robinson was 
contacted later in the day and asked 
about his arraignment procedures. 
“He (Norton) did not ask me to 
appoint him an attorney,” Robinson

explained. “I should have maybe 
asked him if he wanted me to. but it 
was just a slip-up on my part. This is 
the first in thousands and thousands of 
times that this has come up. 
‘ Also, I do not have a fund set up in 
my 
court 
to 
pay

(court- 
appointed lawyers)," the municipal 
judge continued 
“We should take 
care of that soon. Very possibly the 
county or state will provide the 
money, but I have to know it will be 
taken care of before I do it t appoint a 
lawyer).” 
District Attorney Tom O'Connell, 
who prosecuted the murder case, said 
that he did not find out that Norton’s 
statement was inadmissable until 
halfway through the trial earlier in 
the week 


“Obviously, from the result of the 
trial, we got by it,” O’Connell com­ 
mented. “Had I known about it, I 
would still have prosecuted the case 
but I would have put it on from a 
different standpoint.” 
The major part of the State's case 
against Norton was based on the 
defendant s statement to policemen. 
When 
that 
could 
not 
be 
used, 
O’Connell said that he had been 
“ building up to go down one road and 
had to turn around and go down 
another.” 
He put some of the blame on himself 
for finding out about the problem so 
late in the case. He explained that on 
the arraignment form there is a place 
to check if the defendant said he did 
want to consult with an attorney. TTiis 


spot was noted on Norton’s form. 
“I just assumed that because he 
gave his statement to police almost 
immediately after the arraignment 
that he had said he didn't want an 
attorney,” noted O’Connell. “ It was 
only when I 
started laying the 
predicate for the trial that I found he 
had wanted a lawyer.” 


The district attorney expressed 
relief at the fact that the mixup did not 
harm his case. Norton was given the 
maximum sentence for first degree 
murder 


O’Connell complimented the jury, 
calling them “extremely intelligent,” 
“outstanding,” and saying that “it is 
rare that we get so high a calibre of 
people.” 


Norton will have IO days in which to 
consult with his court-appointed at­ 
torney Howard Shapiro and decide 
whether or not to appeal the case. He 
is now being held in the Collin County 
jail.

Plan to rotate the 
species in your flower beds 
to prevent decline in vigor 
caused by soil diseases, 
nematodes, soil insects and 
other soil borne difficulties. 
2. Complete all necessary 
dormant pruning early this 
month. Delay pruning spring 
flowering plants until past 
their peak bloom. 
3. If you expect daffodils 
and other spring flowering 
bulbs to repeat their show 
next spring, allow foliage to 
mature 
and 
die 
down 
naturally before removing. 
Unless leaves have an op­ 
portunity to store a good 
supply of carbohydrates and 
nutrients in the underground 
bulb, they won’t perform 
next year. 
4. Treat sycamores with 
Kocide 
to 
control 
an­ 
thracnose, the disease that 


causes the leaves to turn 
brown and drop all summer. 
Application must be made 
just as leaves emerge and 
start to expand. Once leaves 
and twigs are fully expanded 
the treatment will do little 
good. 
5. 
Overgrown ground- 
cover beds of Japanese 
honeysuckle, 
Confederate 
jasm ine, Asiatic jasm ine 
and occasionally English ivy 
should be pruned 
back 
severely to remove woody 
stems and encourage new 
growth from the base. 
6. 
Remove old seed 
clusters from crapemyrtle 
plants before new growth 
starts. 
7. Espalier plants should 
be shaped 
before 
spring 
growth emerges. 
8. 
If lawn has a heavy 
cover of thatch it should be 
scalped and raked to remove 
dead material. This allows 
soil to warm more rapidly 
and the grass will green up 
much faster.

Something eating the 
tender new growth on flower 
and vegetable transplants 
but the guilty culprit is too 
evasive to see? Try checking 
the area at night with a 
flashlight for slugs, snails or 
other night feeding insects. 
Use Sevin or one of the new 
slug baits to control. 
10. Uusually weeds in a 
lawn area indicate a poor 
lawn management program. 
Determine what you are 
doing wrong rather than 
depend on weed killers.

Polly’s Pointers 


Bananas keep in 
aluminum wrap 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — My problem is trying to remove 
rust spots from venetian blinds. I have tried rust 
removers, nail polish remover, powdered cleansers and 
a cleaner with ammonia but nothing seems to remove 
the spots. Does anyone have any suggestions? MRS. 
R.J.D. 
DEAR MRS. R.J.D. — I presume yours are metal 
blinds. I have never found anything that worked 
successfully for such spots as the rust has probably 
eaten through the original enamel finish but I am sure if 
any reader has the solution we will be hearing about it 
and will pass it on to you. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I screw old burned out light bulbs into un­ 
used outside light sockets to keep them free of mud and dirt. 
- J.D P. 
DEAR POLLY — I have finally found a way to keep bananas 
from ripening too quickly. I used to always feel they had to be 
eaten very quickly but now I wrap each banana separately in 
aluminum foil, twist the ends and then put them in the 
refrigerator. I have had them stay perfect for as long as two 
weeks. — MRS. L.T.H. 
DEAR POLLY — I am answering the reader who inquired 
about mounting old buttons. I have been collecting them since 
1941 and have over 7,000 in my collection. Most of my buttons 
are mounted in loose leaf albums or scrap books. When moun­ 
ting them I use two sheets together for extra support. 
So that each button stands out more prominently I draw a 
double black line about one-half inch in from the edge of a 
sheet and then line off the center in blocks one or more inches 
square, depending on the size of the buttons. I then place one 
button in each block. If the buttons have holes I sew them on 
with double duty thread. If the buttons have shanks I press the 
shank through the sheet and insert a safety pin of the proper 
size on the back ot secure the button. On the back of the sheet I 
write where they were bought or who gave them to me, prices 
and any other important information. 
Trays covered with velvet can be bought and then stacked in 
shallow drawers but this can be expensive if one has many but­ 
tons. Many of mine are on their original cards and kept in 
separate books with plastic tape holding the cards in place. I 
should add that the first sheet of every scrapbook has an index 
and each kind is kept separately and on a different page from 
others. - M R W.
